Bayh Making Trip To China 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., is 
one of five senators leaving today on a “presidential 
m ission'’ to the People’s Republic of China.

The judges quickly gave her a Utah ballot and she was 
faced with a more contemporary choice: Jerry Ford or 
Jimmy Carter. 


Ford Benefits High 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford may be 
joining the unemployed in January, but his benefits will 
be higher than most of the jobless you know. 
Ex-presidents — whether they served two years or 
eight years, whether elected or appointed whether heroes 
or forced to resign under fire — get an annual pension of 
$63,000 plus $96,000 a year for staff and office expenses 
By law, past Presidents are paid the sam e amount as 
current cabinet members, so their pensions go up if 
cabinet members get a raise. 
They have constant Secret Service protection for the 
rest of their life; suitable office space, furnished and 
equipped in a Federal building; and free mail privileges. 
Ford, in addition, is due a government retirem ent • 
pension based on his 25 years in Congress and four years 
in the Navy. The amount is not known but on the basis 
of his service would be more than $30,000 
At the Civil Service Commission, Adan Muzik told UPI 
she would not disclose the figure on Ford’s congressional 
I pension “because it’s nobody else s business ... under 
the privacy act.” 


Hartke, Madden Get Pensions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Although four of Indiana’s 
13member congressional delegation will not return to 
the new Congress in January, just two — Vance Harkte 
and Ray Madden — will get immediate pensions 
Hartke will begin drawing $22,500-a-year federal 
payments and Madden will get $34,400 a year. 
Two other Democratic representatives who will leave 
Congress in January, but just Rep J Edward Roush, 56, 
Huntington, is eligible for a pension and he will have to 
wait six years. Philip Hayes, Evansville, who challenged 
Hartke for the Democratic senate nomination and did 
not seek re-election, does not qualify for a pension. 
Madden, 84. the dean of tile Hoosier delegation with 34 
years in the House, qualified for his amount since 
members with 31 years or more of service are paid 80 
per cent of a three-year average of their highest pay. . 
Madden’s average was about $43,000 
Minimum service to draw any pension is five years, 
thus eliminating Hayes who served one term — or two 
years. 
Roush, although he served eight term s or 16 years, 
had a break in his service and would qualify for the 
minimum time and a payment of $20,500 annually after 
he reaches 62 years old 
Hartke’s service covered three six-year terms or nine 
consecutive congresses Although he is 57 years old, he 
thus qualified immediately. 
During their terms, congressmen pay 8 per cent of 
their $44,600 salary into a retirement fund The annual 
payment now is $3,568

Carbon Monoxide and Smoking 


Which is considered more 
dangerous in cigarettes, the 
tars or the nicotine? — Mr. 
T.G.E., FU. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
Every package of cigarettes 
sold in the United States must 
carry the warning that the 
Surgeon General considers 
cigarettes injurious to health. 
All cigarettes, no matter what 
their nicotine or tar content, are 
considered to be a hazard. 
Until recently, little attention 
has been paid to another factor 
which may be just as injurious 
to the lungs as are the tars and 
the nicotine. It has been found 
that carbon monoxide, inhaled 
while 
smoking 
cigarettes, 
carries with it a severe threat. 
In fact, it is said that smoking 
just one cigarette may affect or 
interfere with the amount of 
oxygen carried in the blood. 
Carbon 
monoxide 
in 
cigarettes is caused by the 
combustion of tobacco and the 
paper in which it is wrapped 
In studies made with human 
volunteers, the increase of 
carbon monoxide in the blood 
after even only one cigarette 
affected the brain and the 
central nervous system. 
These findings are being used 
to urge the Federal Trade 
Commission to require that 
cigarette packages add the 
carbon monoxide content of 


cigarettes as an additional 
warning. 
Cigarettes do vary in their 
carbon 
monoxide 
content, 
depending on the wrapping 
paper, the type of filter and the 
tightness with which tobacco is 
packed. Even low nicotine and 
low tar cigarettes can produce 
high carbon monoxide levels in 
the blood. 
Non-smokers must recognize 
the 
potential 
dangers 
associated with inhaling other 
people’s smoke. The non­ 
smoker can be affected by the 
carbon monoxide from someone 
else’s cigarettes.

He once rode a bus 60 
miles from Huntsville to Houston seated 
next to a guard who should have been 
looking for him. 
But there was some pain between the 
smiles. 


"I got shot in my testicle, my back, my 
leg, my arm You know you go so long and 
your luck will leave you.” 
And the man who stole hundreds of 
thousands of dollars wasted it all on ”$10 
and $20 shoeshines and such ” 


“I was real sick, egotistical. I thought I 
could do anything and get away with it. I 
liked to see my name in the papers. 
“ I have now seen myself as I really was,” 
he said, predicting smiles will come more 
often for better reasons now that he’s 
straightened out and has a good construction 
job, a car, a lady friend and religion. 
“ I’m out to stay,” says Werle — with a 
smile.

Lighter Side 
Life After Election?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - One of the most 
discussed, or at least the most heavily 
promoted, books this season is “Life After 
Death” by Dr. Raymond Moody. 
It is based on interviews Moody had with 
more than IOO persons who experienced 
“clinical death” and lived to tell what it was 
like. 
According to a blurb by Bantam, publisher 
of the paperback edition, persons who 
recover from near-death report remarkably 
similar sensations. 
These include “floating out of the physical 
body,” “loud ringing, whirring or buzzing,” 
a feeling of being pulled through a sort of 
“darktunnel" 
and 
a 
bright 
light 
that 
“manifests itself as ... love and warmth.” 
Since successful books almost always 
spawn sequels and spinoffs, I thought this 
would be a good tim to bring out a 
companion 
volume 
called 
“Life 
After 
Election.” 
In preparation for such a manuscript, I 
have been talking to a number of candidates 
who experienced “political death” in the 
pre-election polls bul were resuscitated by 
the actual balloting. 
In 
addition, 
I 
have 
interviewed 
an 
assortment of voters for whom this year’s 
campaign was a deadening experience but 
who nevertheless survived. 
Typical of the latter group was a voter I 
shall identify as Citizen A. 
Citizen A told me the d e a d e n i n g 
deadening experience began before the New - 
“Hampshire primary. 


“ I was sitting in front of my television 
watching the evening news,” he recalled. 
“The camera showed a couple of snow 
banks and then Senator Jackson came on 
the screen 


“ I also had a feeling of floating outside 
my own body. I could see myself going into 
a polling booth. When I pulled the lever 
there was a blinding light, like a reflection 
from Jimmy Carter’s teeth. 
“At that point, 
I 
woke up and the 
campaign was over.” 
Candidate A, as I shall call him, told a 
somewhat different story. He said he went 
into shock last summer after seeing a 
Gallup Poll in which he was trailing by 35 
points. 


He said there was a loud ringing in his 
ears and as he floated around outside his 
body he could hear people talking about him 
being politically dead. 


“Then a brilliant white light appeared. It 
was radiating warmth and love and it 
seemed to be coming from under a table. I 
floated closer and I could see it was a shiny 
new campaign contribution. 
“The next thing I knew I was fully awake 
and people were telling me I had won by 
10,000 votes.” 
Let me stress that I am making no claim 
that these phenomena are proof there is life 
after election. To paraphrase Moody, I 
merely say we cannot understand what 
happened Tuesday until we see whattrjjes 
beyond it. 


On The Farm Front 
More Women

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senior officials 
at the Agriculture Department have been 
told bluntly they are not doing a good job of 
getting more women into high ranking posts 
in the department’s agencies. 
"The depar'm ent has made very little 
gain in improving its status of women 
during 
the 
past 
18 
months,” 
Acting 
Secretary John A. Knebel complained in a 
memorandum circulated recently to agency 
heads. 
“We have much to do to increase the 
status of women. We cannot condone a 
business-as-usual attitude in this matter We 
must clearly demonstrate our recognition of 
the equality of women by making greater 
use of their skills and knowledge at all 
position levels,” Knebel said in the memo. 
Department records, according to Knebel, 
show that nationwide employment of women 
in Agriculture Department agencies rose 
from 24.03 per cent of the total department 
work force in December, 1974, to 24.66 per 
cent last June Despite the slight gain, the 


department continued to lag far behind the 
governmentwide female e m p l o y m e n t 
percentage which stood at 42.1 per cent 
when measured in October, 1975 


Officials conceded, meanwhile, that they 
were even more dismayed by their failure to 
make greater headway in boosting the 
percentage of women in higher-ranking and 
high paying jobs. 


Records show the percentage of women in 
Agriculture Department jobs in civil service 
grades 7 through 12 rose from 9 88 per cent 
to 11.01 per cent between the end of 1974 and 
mid-1976 But government wide, women held 
25.8 per cent of these jobs which carry 
starting salaries from $11,523 annually in 
grade 7 to $20,442 a year in grade 12 
"We have made the least progress at the 
grade 13 and above level, moving only from 
3 33 per cent to 3.36 per cent in the 18 month 
period Government wide, as of OctO^-fi 
1975, women held 5.1 per cent of these 
positions,” Knebel said The grade 13 and up 
career service jobs pay from $24,308 to 
$39,600 a year.

recent meeting of the Urban l>and Institute

H 
Karl, 
president 
of 
MGIC 
Investment Corp., Milwaukee, suggested an 
emergency 
tax 
incentive 
measure 
that 
would make exempt from income taxes the 
first 5*4 per cent of savings and loan and 
other thrift institution passbook interest 
earned by depositors provided the lending 
institutions put the deposits 
into home 
mortgages. 
At first blush, Karl's proposal would 
appear to mean an irretrievable loss of tax 
revenues. But he says in practice it would 
not do so. 
What would happen, he said, is thai 
interest rates on new home mortgages 
would drop from present levels of 9 or 9** 
per cent to 7 V* or 7 per cent. Home owners 
thus would not be able to claim as much tax 
deduction 
for 
interest 
paid 
and 
the 
government would recapture the lost tax 
revenue that way. 


Karl told the Palm Beach meeting his plan 
would increase total savings and fight 
inflation 
because it would 
make 
thrift 
institution savings accounts draw a veritable 
flood of funds 


He said it would increase homebuilding by 
enabling more Americans to afford a new 
house, he said. 
“It is a sad commentary on our housing 
economy that only 30 per cent of the 
homebuyers who nurrhased their houses IO 
years ago could qualify tor mortgage loans 
today." 
He also said his tax exemption plan would 
give depositors, including institutions, the 
equivalent of a pretax return on their 
money. This would raise the effective return 
on all savings deposits 20 to 50 per cent 
without raising the interest cost of home 
mortgage money. 
He pointed out, however, that a higher 
return 
on 
money 
still 
is 
possible 
on 
municipal 
bonds 
and 
selected 
stocks, 
therefore his savings interest tax exemption 
shouldst have a disruptive effect on the 
money m arket. 


. Another good feature of the plan, Kart 
said, is that it requires no funds from the 
budget of the federal government. 
Karl said the only feasible alternative to a 
plan such as he proposes is to remove 
Regulation Q, which since 1966 has regulated 
maximum returns on savings accounts in 
order to prevent disruptive competition for 
savings between commercial banks and the 
thrift institutions 
Karl said that would bring money into the 
mortgage market but only at stiff interest
